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White River Junction, July 10. Har-
land Hayford, aged 28, a Western Union
linemtfn, was killed in a collision be-

tween a passenger train and a railroad
motor car and trailer between this pla:e
and Evarts yesterday afternoon. Ten
other men who were riding on the motor
car and trailer jumped and escaped in-

jury.le collision took place on the Hutch-in- s

reverse curve as the Western Union
men were returning from White River
Junction, whtre they had been to dinner.
Their car was approaching Evarts at a
good rate of speed and the train, which
was due at the' Junction at 1:50, was
late and was making up time. Because
of a curve the engineer of the train did
not see the motor car until he was with-
in a few feet of it and did not have time
to slarken his speed before the crash.

The linemen all jumped from their ve-

hicle but Hayford, in some manner, was
caught bv the engine and terribly bat-

tered, ifie top of his head was crushed,
his neck was broken and his left side
was ripped open for a foot or more.'

The railroad motor car was badly
damaged and the cowcatcher of the
train, covered with blood, was bent un-

der the engine. It was a miracle almost
that the whole train was not thrown off
the track.

The victim of the wVeck'was 28 years
of age and was unmarried. He lived at
the home of hip mother on South Main
street .in this village.
